% HO’ your Society have prudently declined to in- 
gage in Political Controverfies in favour of either 
Party ; yet they have judicioafly referved a 
right of interpofing, concerning the manage- 
ment of them by both. And therefore I 
wonder, that nothing has appear’d in your Feurnal for fo 
long a time in relation to this fubject : fince there feems 
reat occafion for your interpofition. In order to excite 
you to anfwer the expectations of the Publick, I fhall fend 
you fome obfervations on the modern way of managing 
Political difputes. 

The Controverfy about two months ago concerning the 
Trifh Recruits was carried on by the Craft/man and the 
Courant, with great courage and refolution ; and conclu- 
ded with a fharp repartee, by fome call’d a Tw guoque. As 
the Lre was given with a great deal of wit and {pirit : fo 
it was return’d with equal, as the propereft reply. For that 
is certainly the moit exaét repartee which is uttered as by 
an Echo, which always returns the very fame found, tho’ 
fometimes the words are capable of a different fenfe: and 
therefore nothing can aniwer more exaétly to Voz dye, than 
You dye, which sgrecs both in fente and found. 

All repartees wherein the Advertary’s words are retorted, 
ought lixewile to be very fhort, like the antwers of 
an Echo, which never returns any long fentences. And 
even {uppotivg that fentences io return’d might be long, 
yet they oughi not to be varied, to make them applicable 
to the perfon againft whom they are reflected. On this ac 
count I think the Cowrant deferves fome animadverfion, who 
has, in feveral Papers of late, made long repetitions of Mr. 
D’Anvers words, with fomealierations of hisown, in which 
he has introduced him as {peaking or writing toothers. Tho’I 
do net think this conduct very fair: yet I will not, with 
Joun Daypen, declare it to be the utuiaf? refuge of noto- 
rious Blockheads, reduc'd to the laft extremity of jenje, who, 
in utter defpair of their own fatyr, make a man fatyrize 
himifelf. But I mult needs fay, I think it a barbarous pra- 
éticr, not unlike turning a man’s own {word againft him, 
after one has poyfoned it to make the wounds incurable. 

As Perfonal charaéters have lately made a confiderable 
putin thefe polemics] Pieces, and it has been laid down 
by fome as arule, That the bett way to judge of the Wri- 
tings of any Perfon is toknow his charaéters I fhall, as the 
propereft introduction to the Obtervations 1 intend to iend 
you, here tranfcribe the fuppofed eharacters of the iwo lead- 
ing men in each Party, as they have been lately given us 
by their Adverfaries.
